Commiſſions, have uſually at their 
wills and pleaſures ſetzed and takenthe Carts, 
Waggons, Carriages and Hozles of the peo- 
ple; foz Removal of the Kings Houſhold, 
and foz other uſes; And allo the Hay, Straw, 
Dats; Cozn, Cattel, Uictual, Fleſh, Filth, 
V290d, Timber and other Goods and Chat- 
tels of the ſaid people foz pzoviſion of theKings 
Houſhold, paying fo2 theſame what paices they 
pleaſed, andmany times paying nothing foz 
the ſame ;, and taking Compoſitions froin 
Counties and other places foz Purveyance, to 
the great andunſuppoztable Gutevance of the 
laid People of this Commonwealth ; Be if 
therefoze Enacted and O2dained,anditis here- 
by Enactedand O2dained by Hts Highnels the 
Lo:d Pzotectoz, and the Parliament of the 
Commonwealth of England , Scotland and Ire- 


nd, That from hencefozth all ſuch Commit 


ftons , Warrants and Compoſitions fo2 Pur- 
veyance ſhall be vaid : Andif any Purveyoz,

from any of the People of this Common- 
wealth , by vertue, colour o2 p2etence of any 
Law, Statute. oz pzetended Cuſtom fo2 Pur=- 
veyance 02 P2e-emption, 02 Compoſition foz 
PurVveyance 02 P2e-emption Whatloever , ail 
 luch ſeizing, taking oz buying ſhall be Felony, 
andis Hereby adjudged and declared to be Fe- 
tony; Andthe perſon wg pres ſo offending, 
(hal be adjudged guilty of Felony,and be tryed 
and ſuffer as Fclons, acco2ding to the courle of
